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REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 


For  the  Year  ended  May  Ist,  1895. 


Changes  in  the  Roll. — The  names  of  two  ministeis 
have  been  removed  from  the  Roll  by  death,  namely,  Rev. 
J.  Allister  Murrny,  minister  of  St  Andrew's  Church, 
London,  Ont,,  who  died  October  21st,  1894,  aged  64  years ; 
and  Rev.  James  Gordon,  M.A.,  of  London,  a  retired  minister, 
whose  death  took  place  on  April  16th,  1895,  in  his  69th 
year. 

Finance. — The  receipts  for  the  year  were  as  follows : — 
In  payment  or  in  nduction  of  loans,  twenty-three  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars  ($23,600);  intert'St  on  investments, 
seven  thousand  one  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and 
ninety-  seven  cents  ($7,118.97);  a  temporary  loan  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  making  with  the  balance  of  $1345.56 
from  last  year,  in  all  $33,064  53,  The  payments  were, 
to  ruinisteis  in  June  and  December,  as  per  Schedule  C. 
nineteen  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twenty-live  dollars 
($19,925);  to  Queen's  College,  $2,000 ;  the  repayment  of 
temporary  loans  with  interest,  three  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-four  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents 
($3,364.89) ;  for  expenses  ot  management,  seven  hundred 
and  nineteen  dollars  and  eighty-nine  cents  ($719.89); 
leaving  the  balance  in  Merchants  Bank  available  towards 
meeting  the  June  payments,  six  thousand  five  hundred  and 
fifty-four  dollars  and  seventy-five  cents  ($6554.75). 
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The  cash  value  of  investments  and  other  assets  in 
Schedule  A.  is  one  hundred  and  twentv-one  thousand  one 
hundred  and  fifty  seven  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents 
($121,157.25),  being  fifteen  tliousand  eight  hundred  and 
twelve  dollars  and  six  cents  ($15,812.06),  less  than  the 
valuation  at  the  corresponding  date  of  last  year,  thus 
shewing  the  draft  that  hus  been  made  on  capital  to  meet 
the  expenditure. 

The  balance  at  credit  of  the  special  account  with  the 
commuting  and  privileged  ministers  at  31st  December, 
1894,  was  $44,872.04,  leaving  $76,285.21.  to  be  dealt  with 
in  the  interests  of  the  non -privileged  ministers.
